Some samples collected in- the Bronx 
had three violations reported against 
them, and some in Queens had four 
violations each.

“Without Salhadverttng or the \char- 
gcter of the measures taken, we are 
certainly apo in saying that they 
should not. be given the weight affect- 
ing proper constitutional construction 
‘to be accorded to that reached by the 
First Congress of the United States 
during a political calm and acquiesced 
in by the whole Government for three- 
quarters of a century, especially when 
the new construction contended for has 
never been acquiesced in by either the 
Executive or the Judicial: Departments.

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A GREAT CONSTITUTIONAL CASE. 
Yesterday the Supreme. Court de- 
cided a case long before it, which in- 
volves a constitutional question’ never 
before positively settled. It relates, in 
essence, to “the Executive power” 
cenferred by the Constitution upon the 
President. Does this include the right 
to remove from office, for the: good of 
the service, any officer‘in any of the 
Executive departments, without the 
consent of the Senate?: This has been 
under debate for many years.: By the 
act of July 12, 1876, Congress under- 
took to limit the power of the Presi- 
dént in ‘this regard. It provided that 
“postmasters of the first, second and 
“third classes shall be appointed and. 
“may be removed by the President, by 
“and with the advice and consent of 
“the Senate.” This was obviously an 
attempt to ,extend., the. constitutional, 
provision that appointment should be 
made with the consent of the Senate, ; 
so as to make it cover removals from 
office. The case came before-the court 
on the suit ofa postmaster removed 
by President Witox, the /argument 
béing that as’ he ‘iad been. removed 
without the consent of the Senate’ he’ 
was entitled to hold office and receive 
the salary. thereof. ..The question in- 
volved was obyiously one of constitu- 
tional right-as between. Congress and 
the President: Now, after long délay 
and deliberation, the ‘Supreme Court 
has decided for the. President. 
It is a case of profound interest, and 
the full text df the majority and dis- 
senting opinions: will. -be. fead with 
close attention not only by lawyers but 
by all interested in maintaining the 
powers of the President against pos- 
sible usurpation .by Congress; Chief 
Justice Tarr showed. iow the contro- 
versy had arisen through an act of 
Congress passed at a time of “ heated 
“political difference of opinion be- 
> “tween the then ‘President and the 
“majority leaders of: Congress.” Now 
the whole matter can be reviewed 
with detachment and in a calm spirit. 
While the dissenting Judges use rather 
Strong language in speaking of the 
“revolutionary ”efféet of the decision, 
we believe that the sober judgment of 
the country will be that it. is well to 
have the long dispute ended as it is 
by sustaining the right of the Presi- 
.. dent to exercise in their full-viger the 
Executive powers porifided - to ‘him, 
Spt with the. solemn ébligation to 
“take care that the laws be faithfully 
executed.”
